Sharon spearheads attack on Shamir

The fate of the proposed Li- 
kud-Labour coalition hung in 
the balance last night as a divid- 
ed Likud Central Committee 
voted in a secret ballot whether 
to approve Prime Minister Sha- 
mir’s proposal to bring Labour 
into his next government at the 
expense of the right-wing and 
religious parties. 

During an unruly meeting in 
Tel Aviv'’s Yad Eliyahu stadium, 
Shamir was confronted by a 
large and vocal opposition to his 
proposed agreement with La- 
bour. His own political future 
might also be determined by the 
vote; he told his party that if his 
proposal was rejected he would 
retum his mandate to form a 
government to the president. 

If the proposal is approved. La- 
bour’s central committee will con-- 


vene today and is expected to ap- 
prove it as well. (See separate story) 

If the Likud-Labour agreement is 
approved by both parties, Shamir 


could present his government to the 
Knesset tomorrow. 

Last night. as speakers tried for 
more than three hours to sway the 
divided central committee, they 
were repeatedly interrupted by cat- 
calls and even fights that broke out 
among the audience. 

Shamir - who for the first time 
revealed the members of his pro- 
posed cabinet -- surprised many by 
including three new faces in his list 
of ministers: Ronni Milo, Dan Meri- 
dor, and Ehud Olmert. Liberal min- 
ister Avrabam Sharir, who was sac- 
rificed by Shamir, left his seat on the 
stage in protest.

Bush vows 
no tolerance 
of terror

WASHINGTON - President-elect 
George Bush has warned that his 
administration will not accept any 
additional acts of terror committed 

by the PLO. 


“We would not start off by show- 
ing any tolerance of PLO terror,” he 
said when asked whether he would 
hold PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
responsible for future Palestinian 
terrorism. “And I don’t care wheth- 
er it comes from a faction of the left 
or from the centre or right or 
wherever. 

“I don’t think that we should indi- 
cate any willingness to be tolerant of 
terrorism from the PLO. And I am 
concermed about it. I have been and 
will continue to be concemed about 
it.” 

Meanwhile, the State Depart- 

ment yesterday said it would be

Attack on 
Baby Bruna 
documentary 
leads to 
law suit ᾿

LONDON - The Mail on Sunday. 
which last week claimed that the 
Baby Bruna television documentary 
had been a “charade,” is being sued 
by Central TV, which produced the 

programme. 

In a two-page report headlined 
“Disturbing, deceitful and dishon- 
est,” the Mail said TV presenter 
Roger Cook had staged the traumat- 
ic’ televised confrontation on the 
streets of Lod last April. in which 
two-year-old Bruna Goncalves, her 
natural mother Rosilda and her 
adoptive mother Simone Turgeman 
were brought together. 

That scene formed the ccntre- 
piece of a television documentary on 
international baby-selling screened 
in Britain earlier this year. It 
emerged that Bruna had been 
snatched from her mother by an in- 
ternational gang. and passed on for 
adoption. 

After a lengthy legal battle in [s- 
rael, Bruna was returned to her 
mother's home in Brazil. 

The Mail claimed that Cook 
pressed ahead with the programme 
despite knowing that Bruna would 
be returned to un unstable home. 
The producers were aware that her 
parents lived apart. “that the father 
was ἃ drunk who had left home for 
another woman, and that success for 
the programme meant returning the 
child to an unhappy broken home.” 

But a spokesman for Central TV 
said yesterday that the Mail report 
was full of inaccuracies, and that 
“we're suing them for substantial 
damages.”* 

The spokesman declined to list 
the inaccuracies. but stressed that 
“lots of the specific allegations” in 
the report were untrue. 

The Mail claimed that Cook had 
admitted using eye-drops to fake 


Rosilda’s tears in the confrontation’ 
scene, but quoted him as saying that, 


the scene had not been planned on 
his authoritv.

Hepatitis A is a form of viral hep- 
atitis characterized by the slow onset 
of symptoms, and it most frequently 
occurs in young adults. Patients usu- 
ally make a complete recovery. 
Those who are exposed to the dis- 
ease are advised to have a gamma 
globulin shot as a prophylactic.

Shigellosis is an infection of the 
bowel marked by diarrhea, stomach 
ain and fever. It is transmitted 
and-to-mouth contact with the fe- 
ces of infected individuals. Anyone 
with the disorder should be isolated. 
Salmonellosis is a form of gastro- 
enteritis caused by eating food con- 
taminated with rod-shaped bacteria. 
Symptoms, including nausea, diar- 
rhea and perhaps fever, last up to 
five days, and dehydration may oc- 
cur.

The Wiesenthal Centre has re- 
cently submitted the names of 12 
suspected war criminals to the 
Swedish authorities, and is pressing 
them to take action. He said that the 
names of three more suspects -- who 
took part in murder squads that op- 
erated in Latvia and Estonia - 
would soon be submitted. One of 
these was a member of the notorious 
Arajs Commando that hunted down 
and murdered Jews in Latvia, and

Rubin, 4 50-year-old Russian- 
born naturalized American, was ar- 
rested in fsrael in November after a 
lengthy international search. 

Meanwhile at the Old Bailey. the 
trial of the other defendants in the 
robbery is continuing. with the case 
now expected to run well into the 
new year. If extradited, Rubin will 
be tried separately.

Peru officials resign in fear; 
rebels declare armed strike 


HUANCAYO, Peru (AP) -- Elect- ᾿ 
ed officials in dozens of Andean 
mountain villages have resigned fol- 
lowing death threats from Maoist 
guerrillas fighting to topple Peru's 
goveroment, officials said 
yesterday. 

Favio Llerena, deputy prefect of 
Junin state, said the officials, mainly 
mayors or leaders of farming ham- 
lets, had received death threats from 
Shining Path guerrillas and resigned 
because they felt government forces 
could not protect them. 

Scores of officials throughout the 
central highlands have quit because 
of similar threats in the past few 
years. The rebels have killed bun- 
dreds of others who ignored their 
warnings. 

Officials said the violence was 
part of the Shining Path's overall 
“goal of destabilizing Peru by fo- 
Mmenting political and economic cha- 


os, helping the rebels in their bid to 
seize power. 

Police in Huancayo, a trade hub 
linking the central Andes Moun- 
tains with Lima, 230 km. to the 
west, said the Shining Path draped a 
large banner from the cathedral bell 
tower, ordering a three-day strike to 
a yesterday. The rebel’s pam- 
phiets strewn across city streets 
vowed vengeance against anyone 
defying the strike order. 

For two years, Huancayo and the 
surrounding Mantaro River valley, 
an important mining and agricultur- 
al zone, has been a major focus of 
the Shining Path’s insurgency aimed 
at installing a Marxist state. 

The government says the Shining 
Path insurgency has claimed more 
than 12,000 fives and caused more 
than $10 billion in damage — four 


times the value of Peru's yearly ex-

Red Cross suspends 
Lebanon operations 


GENEVA (Reuter) - The Interna- 
tional Committee of the Red Cross 
decided yesterday to suspend all its 
operations in Lebanon. citing 
threats to its staff. 

Ax ICRC spokesman said it had 
ordered all its staff to return home 
immediately. 

The ICRC had received informa- 
tion of “serious threats” against its 
staff in Lebanon, oe it to pull 
out, the spokesman said. 

He said the ICRC’s work was 
purely humanitarian and such 
threats were intolerable. The Gene- 
va-based organization was ready to 
resume operations in Lebanon as 
soon as the situation permitted. 


Shevardnadze agrees 
to talks with Japan 
on territorial dispute 


TOKYO (Reuter) -- The Soviet 
Union has agreed to formal talks 
with Japan on a territorial dispute 
which has soured relations for more 
than 40 years, a spokesman for Ju- 
pan’s ruling political party said yes- 
terday. 

Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze. in tks with the lib- 
eral democratic party's secretary- 
general Shintaro Abe. also said 
Moscow was willing to act as a medi- 
ator in the tense relations between 
Japan and North Korea. 

North Korea and Japan do not 
have diplomatic relations and have 
been wrangling for years over two 
Japanese sailors detained in North 
Korea since 1983 for allegedly help- 
ing a soldier defect to Japan. 

The spokesman said Shevard- 
nadze. on his first visit to Japan in 
nearly three years, told Abe the 
“geographic™ issue, as well as eco- 
nomic cooperation and other prob- 
lems should be taken up by stand- 
ing, rather than ad hoc, working 
committees. 

The Soviet Union had previously 
refused to discuss the four tiny but 
Strategically-placed islands at the 
end of the Kurile chain, occupied by 
Soviet troops in the closing days of 
World War II. : 

Foreign Ministry spokesman Seii- 
chi Kondo said the two sides agreed

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No cause for celebration 


IT sometimes takes just one safety catch to 
Save an otherwise mostly unworthy agreement 
from general condemnation. - 

There is one such safety catch in the coali- 
tion agreement worked out between the Li- 
kud and the Alignment which, barring its last- 
minute overturn by the Likud centrai 
committee, should serve as the basis for a bi- 
partisan government under Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir. It provides that, if either of 
the parties decides to leave the government, 
neither will try to set up an alternative, nar- 
row-based government, and they will both 
jom in a bid for immediate new elections. 

This is the Alignment’s guarantee that, if it 
finds the Likud's sabotage of future peace 
efforts to be wholly intolerable, it could boit 
without finding itself occupying opposition 
seats. By the same token, of course, this is the 
Likud’s assurance that, if the Alignment 
pushes it too bard on a peace compromise, 
Mr, Shamir will be able to break’ up the part- 
nership without having visions of Mr. Peres at 
once proceeding to set up a narrow govern- 
ment under his leadership. 

Apart from the suddenly promised release 
from the religious parties’ more outrageous 
demands, these are the main redeeming fea- 
tures of the planned new government. The 
old-new broad coalition. dictated principally 
by the political stalemate of the November 
elections, is the offspring of Mr. Shamir's 
belated recognition that the Likud needs the 
Alignment to keep it from trying to imple- 
ment its own political programme. On the side 
of the Labour Party, it is in good part the 
result of pressure by Mr. Peres's friends in the 
hard-pressed kibbutz and moshav move- 
ments, and in Hevrat Ha'Ovdim, for direct 
access to the levers of economic decision- 
making. But otherwise, the new government 
holds little hope except of a continued dead- 
lock on the most urgent existential issues now 
facing the country. 

The 1984 basic policy guidelines on the 
advancement of peace may be slightly revised, 
but the distinction is unlikely to suggest a real 
difference. Thus the old-new guidelines are to 
reaffinn that the government will pursue the 
peace process based on the Camp David 
agreements, albeit in their fatuous Likud in- 
terpretation, although they are now effective- 
ly dead for any real political purpose.

dialogue with the PLO. As a concession to 
Labour, the guidelines will not reject 2b initia 
any other peace option that might present 
itself, but, without actually saying so, it is a 
certain assumption that the Likud is not likely 
to change its outright rejection of an interna- 
tional conference. 

With the Likud, like the Alignment, again 
in possession of a veto in the inner cabinet, the 
paralysis of peace initiative that characterized 
the last national-unity coalition may be ex- 
pected to continue. Liknd rejectionists should 
feel safe. 

In fact, the true-blue rejectionists led by 
Arie] Sharon claim never to have felt more 
unsafe. They strongly suspect that, under 
Yitzhak Rabin as defence minister again, the 
intifada will drag on until it gives birth on the 
ground to a Palestinian state. That, to them, is 
reason enough to unreservedly oppose the 
terms of the prospective Likud-Alignment li- 
aison, Mr. Shamir clearly believes he knows 
better. 

Although his nationalist oratory on occa- 
sion indicates the contrary, the premier-desig- 
nate appears to have concluded that, without 
the Alignment’s helping hand. the Likud 
might become fatally enmeshed in the coils of 
its ideological fantasy. And that in the result 
he could see President George Bush frog- 
marching a Shamir-led government into en- 
dorsement of the revofutionary, post-Geneva 
U.S. stand on the PLO. With the Alignment 
as an equal coalition partner the chances of 
anything so horrendous happening will, if not 
vanish, at least be materially reduced. 

Mr. Shamir may be grossly over-estimating 
the utility of having Mr. Peres and bis com- 
tades around him as his bodyguards. But he 
must have thought it worth trying, and at 
almost any cost. The concessions offered by 
Mr. Shamir did not overly impress Labour 
doves, but they appear to have pleasantly 
astounded most Labour leaders. Having al- 
ready promised the religious parties the 
moon, he has now abruptly taken it nearly all 
back in an effort to please the Alignment. He 
has told Tehiya off, too. 

The offended parties, crying brazen perfi- 
dy, may now go into opposition: and the 
Likud’s very name may cause them to see red 
for a jong while yet. But Mr. Shamir has won 
his gamble: he has roped the Alignment in. 
But that is 1} he has done. He has not assured 
the durability of his “broad” government, and 
he has certainly not immunized it against dip- 
lomatic assault from the outside.

IN a reply to Secretary of State George_ 


Shultz’s letter to him last week, setting out 
Washington's reasons for starting an open 
dialogue with the PLO, Premier Shamir is 
reported to have bitterly complained of both 
the substance of the American move, and of 
the manner in which it had been transacted. 

The American decision to launch the dia- 
logue, the premier suggested, had been a 
grave political error stemming from failure to 
appreciate the PLO’s penchant for double- 
talk. The terror organization, he'laid down, 
remained a terror organization. Besides. Mr. 
Shamir observed, it had been wrong of the 
U.S. to break a tradition of close and friendly 
cooperation by not even consulting with Israel 
prior to taking its decision.

- We 
havé an unemployment ‘problem 
that is becoming worse. It is now 
common to read headlines in the 
newspapers like ‘Hard Times 
Ahead,” “Bleak Outlook for Pro- 
fessionals” and “Double-Digit Job- 
less Rates are in the Offing.” 

Too often those out of work are 
blamed for their status. Indeed, 
there are people who prefer being 
on the dole, collecting government 
compensation. However, growing 
evidence shows those needing and 
wanting work are unable to find it 
and this includes professionals with 
advanced university degrees, skilled 
workers as well as factory labourers 
among others. Unemployment in Is- 
rael is now over 7 per cent and 
rising. 

Unemployment in Israel has seri- 
ous implications for individuals as 
well as the social system; and not 
just for the short run but possibly for 
years to come, in terms of increasing. 
dependency on the State. Whether 
measured in terms of economic and 
material loss or human suffering and 
wasted skills, the cost of unemploy- 
ment is high. For those without 
work, unemployment may be the 
sbreeigres of catastrophic psycho- 

gical, health, financial and family 
problems, 

With the exception of chronic ill. 
ness or the death of a loved one, 
unemployment is the most signifi- 
cant cause of stress. In a compre- 
hensive epidemiological study it has 
been shown that unemployment re- 
lates to the number of first admis- 
sions to psychiatric hospitals, the 
rate of suicide and homicide, con- 
sumption of alcohol and death from

With all respect, that statute re- 
quires no such thing. The section 
relied on by Justice Elon states: 
“Where the court, faced with a legal 
question requiring decision, finds no 
answer to it in statute law or case 
law or analogy, it shall decide it in 
the light of the principles of free- 
dom, justice, equity and peace of 
Israel's heritage.” Thus, where 
there is no clear Israeli ity, 
recourse has to be had to analogy. 
which opens up immense legal vistas 
to the enquiring judge. Only when 
these too prove barren, the court 
has to apply not Halacha, but the 
Principles of freedom, justice, equi- 
ty and peace of Israet's heritage.

But 
none of the guests seemed to realize 
that the absence of Israeli and Ital- 
ian Jewish representatives and the 
considerable presence of both 
Christian and Moslem Arabs was 
not entirely coincidental.

In the Supreme Court sitting as the 
High Court of Justice before the 
President, Justice Meir Shamgar, the 
Deputy President, Justice Menahem 
Elon, and Justice Shlomo Levin, in 
the matter of Benny Koren, Petition- 
er, versus the City of Rehovot, Re- 
spondent (H.C.146/88). 


THE PETITIONER applied to the 
City Council of Rehovot for a li- 
cence to open a sex shop in the 
centre of the town. The application 
was refused by the Council unani- 
mously, and the petitioner moved 
the High Court of Justice for an 
order directing the council to grant 
the licence sought. 

In giving the first judgment of the 
court, Justice Shamgar referred to 
previous decisions in which the prin- 
ciples to be applied had been laid 
down. He also noted that counsel 
for the petitioner had stated that his 
client, if granted the licence, would 
undertake to observe reasonable 
conditions imposed by the respon- 
dent. The business would be con- 
ducted without any outward display 
of its wares, and minors would not 
be admitted. 

On the basis of the principles laid 
down in previous decisions, said Jus- 
tice Shamgar, he proposed that the 
petition be allowed, and the order 
sought be granted. 


JUSTICE Menahem Elon con- 
curred. He pointed out that the peti- 
tioner had applied a licence for the 
sale of “rabber goods, literature and 
cassettes.” Only later had it tran- 
spired that the intention was the sale 
of articles and literature connected 
with the practice of sex. The respon- 
dent had argued that the petitioner's 
conduct, therefore, was tainted, and 
for this reason he should be refused 
relief. After hesitation, however, 
said Justice Elon, he had decided 
that this argument should be 
ejected. 

The only ground on which the 
council was empowered to refuse a 
business licence was that stated in 
section 1(a)(2) of the Registration of

ind was “the prevention of dan- 
ger to the public peace and ensuring 
protection against robbery and 
housebreaking.” 

This provision had been interpret- 
ed by the court in a previous deci- 
sion dealing with a similar situation 
(H.C.230/73). In that case, former 
Chief Justice Yitzhak Kahn had 
pointed out that the expression 
“public peace” in the above section 
was to be construed literally. Even 
in this narrow sense, he said, it 
could justify the refusal of a licence 
if the business, by its very nature, 
created deep public resentment in 
the vicinity, causing a real fear of 
disturbance of the public peace. As 
examples, he cited the opening of ἃ 
night club in the centre of Mea 
She’arim (an Orthodox Jewish quar- 
ter in Jerusalem), or the opening of 
a tavern in a religious Moslem 
neighbourhood. There would, how- 
ever, have to be evidence that such a 
real fear existed. The fact that the 
shop in question would offend wide 
circles of the population, religious 
and secular alike, was not sufficient. 


A SIMILAR problem had arisen, 
Justice Elon continued, in regard to 
the licensing of slot-machine sa- 
loons. In those cases, too, the court 
had expressed its agreement with 
the opinion of local authorities that 
they would be an educational dan- 
ger, particularly for youth. Never- 
theless, the court ruled that the li- 
cence had to be granted; but it drew 
the attention of the legislature to 
that situation.

As a result, the above Law had 
been amended in 1983, and power 
given to local authorities, inter alia, 
to restrict the areas in which such 
saloons could operate, the hours of 
operation, the age of those admit- 
ted, and the type of machines 
allowed. 

The respondent Council had giv- 
en the grounds for its decision. It 
regarded itself bound to avoid con- 
flict between different sections of 
the community, and preserve the 
mutual respect now existing be- 
tween those sections. It believed 
that opening ἃ sex shop in the town 
centre, close to schools and other 
businesses visited frequently by 
youth, was undesirable. 

No fault could be found with this 
teasoning, said Justice Elon. The 
maintenance of mutual respect be- 
tween different ideological groups -- 
a feature not much in evidence in 
these times — was in itself a goal to 
be attained in every possible way. 

He had considered applying to the 
present situation before the court, 
by analogy, the provisions intro- 
duced into the Registration of Busi- 
nesses Law regarding slot-machine 
saloons. However, as the court had 
stressed in a previous judgment 
cited, we live by the law, and there 
was no justification for applying 
analogies in the present case. Any 
detraction from the basic freedom of 
occupation must be sanctioned by 
express legislation. 

For the above reasons, said Jus- 
tice Elon, he agreed, reluctantly, to 
the order now sought. At the same 
time, he wished to draw the atten- 
tion of the legislature τὸ the amend- 
ments in the above law relating to 
slot-machines, and to suggest that 
similar provisions be laid down re- 
garding businesses of the type now 
considered. 

Justice Shlomo Levin concurred. 

Roy Poliack and Dana Jolini ap- 
peared for the petitioner, and Shula- 
mit Shimon for the respondent. 

The judgment was given on De- 
cember 8, 1988.

DEFENCE Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin was reported to have 
told the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee 
late last week that if he had 
known how the [DF comman- 
do raid in Damour would tum 
out, he would not have given it 
the go-ahead.

IF JAZZ AND the Western are in- 
deed the two most important Amer-

He is 
always in control, and most remark- 
ably, he makes it seem both natural 
and easy. It is truly a virtuoso per- 
formance, more so because it is not 
presented as a bravura piece to be 
admired for its dexterity and shape, 
but as a profoundly affecting emo- 
tional experience, in which form is 
an integral and essential choice in 
the process of delivering the 
content. 


THE ACTORS fit in perfectly with 
this approach. Forest Whitaker 
makes you almost forget he is an 
actor, so comunitted is he to the role 
he plays. He does not judge it or 
offer an interpretation of it, he just 
lives it. Diane Venora as Chan does 
the same, and the rest of the cast 
néver falls behind. 

Beyond that, the picture does a 
great job of physically reconstruct- 
ing the jazz milieu of that period. 
The dramatic but very dark photog- 
raphy of Jack Green is highly effec- 
tive if you see it in a well-equipped 
cinema. 

There are two points on which the 
picture might be considered not to 
Bive full satisfaction. If you don’t 
know who Charlie Parker was and 
how important was his contribution to 
jazz in general, you will only be 
given a generai idea here: But one 
film, even if it does run for two 
hours and 45 minutes, can't be ex- 

to do much more. 

The other thing is that Bird's in- 
ter-racial marriage is taken almost 
as a matter of fact; this is strange, 
considering the context of the peri- 
od. This is possibly because, inside 
the jazz world, it wasn't that much 
of a shock and the movie doesn’t 
Teally go much outside it, except 
when Parker introduces his Jewish 
trumpeter friend, Red Rodney, as a 
black albino to make him acceptable 
as a jazzman, or when Rodney takes 
Parker with him to play at a Jewish 
wedding — both scenes brilliantly 
handled, by the way. 

Behind it all, there is the confi- 
dent and steady hand of a director

ALEXANDER BLIGH, acting ad- 
viser to the prime minister on Arab 
affairs, confirms the correctness of 
the tableau Ghanadri paints while at 
the same time attempting to analyse 
the situation in a historical context. 

“It is important to remember that 
the development towns were estab- 
lished when Israel had to absorb 
large waves of olim in the 1950s." 
At the time there existed “‘a unique 
opportunity” to develop factory 
towns, 2 parallel circumstance for 
which has not existed in the Arab 
sector, Bligh says.

Blizovsky tells Knesset 
Purchases in areas, 
fell by 70% in ’88

Purchases of Israeli industrial 
goods in the administered territories 
dropped from $850 million in 1987, 
to $250m. this year, Industry and 
Trade Ministry Director-General 
Yoram Blizovsky told the Knesset 
Finance Committee yesterday. 

Speaking on the state of Israeli 
industry, Blizovsky linked the fall in 
demand to the uprising in the terri- 
tories, which began fast December. 
He claimed that the number of 
workers from the territories had also 
‘fallen, from 100,000 in 1987 to 
80,000 this year. 

But the effects of the uprising 
were only part of the gloomy picture. 
drawn by Blizovsky. The director- 

neral said industrial exports had 

\ in 1988 4-5%, while indus- 
trial output fell 2-2.5%. The level of 
investment in industry had also 
plunged, by about 20%. 

He linked developments to the 
fall in export profitability, which 
stood at less than half its level for 
last year and only a fifth of the one 
for 1980. He said urgent measures 
were needed to boost profitability. 

The Industry Ministry has been 
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calling for a devaluation of the shek- 
el for several months now, but Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim has 
been resisting making such a move, 
although the government is expect- 
ed to take action next month. 

Blizovsky revealed that the num- 
ber of registered unemployed in last 
November was 43% higher than in 
November 1987. At the same time 
employment in industry had 
dropped by 7,000 workers. 

Blizovsky said half of Israel's in- 
dustrial output was dedicated to ex- 
port, while a third of it was pur- 
chased by consumers. He said 
industry bad been badly hurt by a 
reduction in the purchases by the 
defence establishment.

Jordanian airline to be 
partly privatized in ’89

AMMAN - State-owned Royal Jor- 
danian Airline, celebrating its 25th 
birthday, is set for partial privatiza- 
tion next year, Chatrman Ali Ghan- 
dour said yesterday. 

Ghandour told a news conference 
that studies had been completed on 
the legal and financial aspects of 
tuming the carrier into a public 
shareholding company before offer- 
ing shares for sale. 

“Initially the government’ will 
own all the shares, then they will 
place on the market whatever it can 
absorb," he said. Several Arab and 
foreign institutions had shown inter- 
est. He said he expected the govern- 
ment to approve the company’s 
change of status early next year, but 
gave no date. 

The airline's 5,000 employees 
would take 10% of the equity and 
foreign ownership would be limited 
to 35%. The government would not 
necessarily retain ἃ controlling 
stake. 

Ghandour said the company 
would offer shares to Jordanian fre- 
quent fliers and travel agents who 
sold tickets worth more than 


"} $200,000 in 1989. Employees would 


also get preferential offers but 
would not be allowed to sell their 
shares for five years, he said.

Jordan faces new locust wave 


AMMAN (Reuter) - A massive 
swarm of locusts possibly stretching 
1,400 kilometres could soon hit Jor- 
dan and other Middle East coun- 
tries, the Agriculture Ministry said 
yesterday. 

Jordan is already fighting off a 
locust attack in the southeast and 
bas been alerted to further swarms 
that could hit soon from Saudi Ara- 
bia and Africa, the ministry's secre- 
tary-general Salem AJ-Lawzi said. 

He told reporters he had received 
information from Saudi Arabia that 
locusts along ἃ front stretching ei- 
ther side of the Saudi Red Sea port 
city of Jeddah might attack Jordan, 
Iraq, Kuwait and the United Arab 


Emirates. Another attack was possi- 
ble across the Mediterranean. 

The Food and Agriculture Orga- 
nization’s Jeddab-based regional lo- 
cust-fighting centre had said the sit- 
uation in the western Saudi areas of 
Jouf and Tabuk “‘was very danger- 
ous.” Lawzi said the Saudi authori- 
ties told him locusts attacking areas 
of northwest Africa could swarm 
into Jordan, Syria and Egypt be- 
cause of cold fronts in the region. 

Ground teams, supported by a 
pesticide-spraying helicopter, were 
working to destroy locusts in two 
areas in Jordan's southeastern de- 
sert areas infested last Wednesday 
for the first time in 30 years, Lawzi 
added.

Scudamore sweats his way into the history books 


LONDON (Reuter)—A jockey who 


fides three winners in a day may be 
forgiven a very large celebration. 

But when Peter Scudamore 
achieved the feat at the end of last 
week he headed straight for the sau- 

In the darkened, deserted weigh- 
ing room at Haydock Park “Scu” 
was sweating away to ride at his 
minimum weight the next day. 

That night owners and trainers 
went for a meal. Scudamore sat at 
the next table and confined himself 
to a cigar. The next morning he got 
up early and returned to the north- 
ern England track - back to the 
sauna and the sweat— 

Six hours later history was made. 
Scudamore, after riding two more 
winners earlier in the day, partnered 
the six-year-old mare Ἐπ᾿ 5 Lady to a 
six-length win in a handicap steeple- 
chase. It was another treble, the sec- 
ond in two days -- rare enough in 
itself. : 

But the champion jump jockey 
had also become the first man to 


ride 100 winners in a British season 
before Christmas. The applause 
started long before Fu's Lady passed 
the winning post and continued all 
the way to the unsaddling enclosure 
whete Scudamore’s colleagues from 
the weighing room came out to wel- 
come the great man. 

The previous fastest century was 
in the 1977-78 season when Irishman 
Jonjo O'Neill hit the target early in 
February. That season O'Neill rode 


a record 149 winners, a figure Scu- 
damore looks sure to pass, weather 
and injuries permitting, with half 
the 10-month jump racing season 
still to go. 

Most staggering of all, Scudamore's 
100 victories have come from just 282 
rides, a phenomenal! strike rate of 35 per 
cent. Any jockey achieving 20 per cent is 
performing extremely well. A 15 per 
cent rate is considered perfectly accept- 
able. 

On current form Scudamore could 
even hit the 200 mark, an achievement 
not even Lester Piggott managed in his 
11 seasons as champion jockey on the 
flat. 

This century only Sir Gordon Richards 
has sui 200 winners, the last occa- 
sion being in 1952, and that, of course, 
was on the flat. 

Given the wnopleasant British winter 
and the tendency of jump jockeys to 
break bones in one of the toughest of 
sports, Scudamore’s chances of hitting 
200 are not good. 

One bookmaker is offering 4-1 against 
him doing it. Scudamore, 30, drawn, 
even gaunt, after the punishment of the 
sauna, says he is not even thinking about 
it. “That doesn’t mean to say Τ᾿ πὶ not 


trying for it,” he adds. 

‘What is the key to such success? The 
man who knows best is leading: trainer 
Martin Pipe who has provided three- 
quarters of Scudamore’s winners this 
season, including the fast six at Haydock 
Park. 

“Dedication,” says Pipe, who watched 
his jockey smoke the cigar and enter the 
sauna. “He did have one glass of cham- 
pagne after the second hat-trick but that 
was it.” 

“He's a true professional,” says Pipe. 
“It’s not unusual for him to go and walk 
the course, checking the ground, looking 
for the best places to go. That's typical. 
I've never known a jockey like him." 

So far the Grand National and the 
Cheltenham Gold Cup have eluded Scu- 
damore and the jockey sees his 100 win- 
ners as only the first step along the way. 

Pipe could help him in stage two. 
“Beau Ranger is second or third in the 
Gold Cup betting and Strands of Gold is 
a likely ronner in the Grand National." 
But Pipe adds cautionsly: “It’s a long 
way off yet.” 

Scudamore says: “If I'm still okay af- 
ter Cheltenham (in mid-March) and the 
National (a few weeks later) I might 
begin to think about 200 winners.”

The Official Disease 


The spoilt brat antics of the country’s soccer stars, who seem to 
unable to play 90 minutes of football without at least one display of 
hysterics about a refereeing decision or a good three minutes rolling 
around on the ground seemingly in mortal pain after a fairly innocu- 
ous tackle, pale in comparison to the behaviour of the people 
supposedly in charge of the various clubs. 


The officials, the apparat 


chiki ~ in derogatory parlance, the askanim 


- who bask in the title of chairman of Betar X or Hapoel Y are at the 
heart of the disease which is killing off professional football as Israel's 


favourite sport. 


Aside from the almost criminal financial mismanagement common 
to most clubs—with reigning national champions Hapoel Tel Aviv also 
leading the table in this less distinguished arena -- the personal 
examples set by the club chairmen make the stomach churn. 

Football, no matter at what level, is a sport and in sport there are 
winners and losers. No one likes to lose, but if one docs, one shauld 


be able to do so with dignity. 


Dignity, however, is a quality scarce in the National League 
boardrooms. To judge by all-too-many present incumbents, naked 
ambition and a childish temperament seem to be the only qualities 
required of an Israeli football club chairman. For some people it 
would seem, chairing ἃ football club is one of the rungs on the greasy 
pole leading to a seat in the Knesset. 

Both Jerusalem clubs, after producing a terrific derby two Satur- 
days ago, lost this past weekend. The reaction of the club chairmen to 
this result was horribly predictable. Over at Betar, Benny Nehemia 
lashed out at his players, telling the press that his team was composed 
of players who wanted to see the club crumble. The week before, let 
us recall, the very same players could do no wrong following their 


victory over Hapoel. 


The Hapoel players meanwhile, are $500 less well off. Eli Moyal 
and ail the other Hupoel askanim decided to relieve their frustration 
at Hapoel’s second consecutive home defeat and reportedly fined the 
club's players $500 apicce, regardless of their individual performance. 

Such arbitrary behaviour on the part of club management, treating 
the players as gods one Saturday and reviling them just seven days 
later, can only lead to a further decline in the low standards of 
conduct already sadly evident at grounds up and down the country. 

If the askanim really have the good of the game, and of their own 
clubs, at heart, and it is not merely personal ambition that spurs them 
on, they will keep their mouths shut after games — even if that means 
losing their weekly headlines in the tabloid press. If the chairman 
were to concentrate on running their clubs properly and treating their 
players as mature adults, then such behaviour would perhaps be 
teciprocated by the players, leaving everyone free to concentrate on 
what it’s all about anyway — 90 minutes of football on a Saturday 
afterncon for all the family to enjoy.

The U.S. decision to Jaunch direct 
talks with the PLO has invigorated 
the diplomatic aspirations of the Eu- 
ropean Community, vindicated - 
their long-held promotion of Yasser 
Arafat and pushed hitherto reluc- 
tant governments to tighten their 
embrace of the Palestinian 
organization, 

EC foreign ministers decided in 
Brussels on Monday to launch a dip- 
lomatic initiative in coordination 
with Washington which would try to 
advance the convening of an inter- 
national peace conference on the 
Middle East. 

The initiative coincides with the 
semi-annual “rotation” of EC chaix- 
manship and of the community's 
managing ‘rotka, which is comprised 
of the past, present and designated 
chairmen. 

‘The chairmanship is passing from 
Spain to Greece, a move which 
should be welcomed here. But 
Greece, even in EC terms, is eccen- 
tric, not because of its nearly hostile 
relations with Israel. Spain, on the

IDF demolishes three houses in Jenin 


The IDF yesterday demolished 
three houses and sealed a fourth in 
Jenin and the neighbouring village 
of Beit Kad. The homes belonged to 
families of men arrested on suspi- 
cion of stabbing an Israeli, attacking 
an Arab policeman and participat- 
ing in riots. 

A total of 14 persons have been 
arrested for suspected involvement 
in the attacks and disturbances. The 
Israeli, David Halawa of Afula, was 
knifed and attacked with a hatchet 
in Jenin on October 15. 

Palestinians meanwhile are to 
hold a general strike today in re- 
sponse to calls in underground 
leaflets. 

A leaflet distributed in Bethle- 
hem has called on residents to stay 
off the streets on Christmas Eve and 
to refrain from hanging holiday dec- 


orations in solidarity with the upris- 
ing. It called for a protest strike for 
December 24, and ordered shops to 
stay open extra hours on December 
22 and 23, and on January 4 and 5, 
the Greek Orthodox Christmas. 

A curfew was clamped on Bethle- 
hem’s Aida refugee camp following 
clashes Monday night in which an 
18-year-old was shot in the face by a 
plastic bullet. Clashes were also re- 
ported at the Dheishe camp and at 
al-Khadr, south of Bethlehem. 

Nablus remained under curfew 
for the fifth day, but clashes erupted 
in the Old City and the Khilat al- 
Axmud neighbourhood when the ban 
was lifted for two hours to allow 
residents to buy food, residents said. 

Clashes broke out at the Askar 
refugee camp when the curfew there 
was lifted, and a-16-year-old was 
wounded in the leg. Clashes were 
also reported at the Ein Bet al-Ma 


Ramallah got off a bus and siezed a 
9-year-old boy after the vehicle was 
stoned, tes bse Pate taken aboard, 
apparently to military headquarters. 
according to the Palestinians. 

Villagers in Beita, near Nablus, 
complained that in recent weeks 
they have been stopped at IDF 
roadblocks, detained for several 
days and then released without ex- 
planation.
